Tendon, Ju ly 28.— The announce­ 
ment of a declaration of war by Aus­ 
tria-Hungary on Servia came almost 
immediately after Germany and Aus­ 
tria had notified Sir Edward Grey, 
the British foreign minister, of their 
refusal to join the mediation confer­ 
ence. 
It is assumed that the efforts 
of European nations will now be di­ 
rected toward localizing the area of 
hostilities. 
The actual cause of Austria-Hun­ 
gary’s decision was Servia’s reply to 
Austria’s ultimatum demanding that 
Servia stop the circulation 
of 
the 
Pan-Servian propaganda on Austrian 
territory and punish 
the 
Servians 
concerned 
in 
the 
assassination of 
Archduke Ferdinand. 
Servia’s reply 
is regarded by Austria as “ unsatis­ 
factory** and “ filled with the spirit 
of hishonesty.”

There are many ways of abusing the 
horse, but one of the most cruel I. 
that of working a horse when it* 
shoulders are core. 
Sore shoulders are generally due tc 
the improperly fitting collars. 
Here 
is a remedy, or rather a preventive, 
that is especially recommended for 
young horses, whose shoulders have 
not been toughened by work; but it 
will also apply to any case where a 
new collar is to be “broke in.” 
I urge every man, in buying a horse 
collar, to get a good one of proper 
size. 
Be euro that it is leather—not 
canvas. A canvas collar or one made 
of cheap, flimsy leather is bad. 
Before putting a collar on for the 
first time immerse it in water, allow- 
ing it to soak for several minutes. 
Immediately after taking it out of 
the water, put it on the horse and 
hitch him up, being careful that the 
flames are carefully adjusted 
and 
tightened. 
As soon as the horse is unhitched 
take off the collar and hang it up to 
dry, bottom side up. In taking the col­ 
lar off be very careful not to twist it 
out of “s e t” 
I would not advise working a horse 
more than an hour or two when a 
new collar Is being fitted.

If an enemy were to invade this 
country he would be resisted. 
We 
would volunteer just as in the days of 
former invasions. We would beat the 
drums and organize companies, regi­ 
ments and armies and drive out the 
Invader. 
We would not rise up as individuals, 
each with his own plan of attack: We 
would organize into an army with one 
concerted plan of attack. 
Individualism wins admiration, but 
co-operation brings salvation. 
Indi­ 
vidualism can walk from Chicago to 
New \ ork In a month, perhaps, but 
co-operation can take you in a day and 
for less money. 
An enemy is invading every small 
town, city and rural community. 
It 
is the Lure of the City. It fevers the 
young people, and they yield just as 
fast as they can get away. 
So the 
villages are barely holding their own 
or shriveling. 
They are becoming in 
many instances the “culls” and the 
“leftovers,” while the ambition, the red 
blood and the hustle have been tak­ 
en captive and are yearly being led 
Into the prisons of city life. Much of 
It is exile in dingy hall bedrooms. The 
Lure selects the strongest and fairest, 
so the census reveals the stagnation 
of rural population, though the birth 
rate be higher than the death rate, and 
shows how very, very many communi­ 
ties and states have lost population. 
The average small town today is a 
sieve. 
The city receives its influx. 
Here 
and there one rises to distinction. 
It 
is the country bred youth who does 
win 'Hit. not the city one, for he has 
started with more strength from tile 
sim ply life. 
Rut the masses who 
go froift the country to the city be 
come hewers of wood and drawers of 
water. 
They spend an hour to two 
hours each morning and evening hang­ 
ing on a strap as they go from their 
cheap, lonely lodgings to their down­ 
town grind. 
They are jostled in the 
crowd, they see the seamy side of Ufo, 
they seo the easy morals and no ques­ 
tions asked, they see temptation every­ 
where, they get lonely and discourage 
cd and. without home influences to 
strengthen and cheer them, with but 
enough wages to exist and a daily 
struggle to keep up a fine front, little 
by little their moral moorings slip 
Only 
the young person with 
the 
strongest character can fight single 
handed and alone the temptations of 
a great city. 
Go to the blear eyed young man in 
a cheap saloon or in the street crowd 
listening to some blatant agitator and 
you will find he came from King 
man, Ran., or from Dunkirk, O. You 
will find the painted girl on the street 
came from Crystal Falls, Mich., or 
from Waco, Tex. 
If they had never 
seen Chicago they would have been 
saved from their degradation. 
Meanwhile the worthy citizens of 
Kingman and Dunkirk and Crystal 
Falls and Waco read of the problems 
of the city with merely idle curiosity. 
“That isn’t our problem. Thank God, 
we have none of it!” Oh, how King­ 
man and Dunkirk and Crystal Falls 
and Waco -need bumping! 
The city 
should send them the names of their 
own children that have been thrown 
upon the scrap heap. 
Every small 
town should be furnished the annual 
list of victims that were taken right 
out of its borders because it was asleep 
with the doors unlocked. 
The invader Is despoiling the small 
towns of their most precious product, 
the young people, and yet the small 
towns do not organize into companies 
to resist Ko drums beat, no flags fly. 
no army rises up. 
So they are belp- 
less. 
They rely upon individual ac­ 
tion. 
Each man works on his own 
plan. 
What we have said of four 
towns was said of forty thousand. The 
citizens are so wrapped in self right­ 
eousness and self satisfaction they 
don’t want to act. They won’t line up. 
Each man is interested in himself and 
his business and bis church and too 
often thinking his success is only to 
be won as he worsts his competitor. 
Each small town church is inclined to 
Hivy the other churches. The town is 
Hot a town, but a collection of little 
cliques and factions and clubs and 
parties. 
A new movement is started: 
if one church or one faction takes it 
up the others will fight it. 
So Chris­ 
tianity and progress are halted at the 
corporation liqp. 
No, not all small towns! 
Here and 
there one ie waking and getting to­ 
gether. 
If the small town is to be saved it 
must get together. 
The Lure of the 
City must be fought down by creating 
the Lure of the Country. 
The city offers bright lights, beauty, 
animation, opportunity, inspiration, en­ 
tertainments.

Department of Agriculture Investiga­ 
tors Recommend Incubator Eggs 
Be Used at Home. 


The mixing of incubator eggs with 
the fresh spring eggs leads the egg 
packers, who get their principal cold 
storage supply in the spring, to cut 
the price they pay the farmer, depart­ 
ment of agriculture investigators find. 
The spring eggs designed for keeping 
for winter consumption must be abso­ 
lutely good. Moreover, the egg pack­ 
ers in .the spring do not candle eggs, 
but hold them three at a time in the 
hand end clink them to discover any 
crack* and then judge their freshness 
by their fresh powdery look on the 
shell. 
The mixture of infertile incu­ 
bator eggs with fresh eggs interferes 
seriously with this clinking and forces 
the packer to candle the eggs. 
He 
then deducts this added expense from 
the price he offers to the producer. 
Eggs which have once been subjected 
to the heat of the incubator cannot be 
stored, even though frozen. 
The farmer who sells incubator eggs 
to the dealer, therefore, is very liable 
to injure his own market for fresh 
eggs. When dealers find a percentage 
of low-grade incubator or other eggs 
in their fresh spring egg supply they 
lower the price for all eggs so that 
they will be certain that they have 
covered themselves against losses from 
this cause. The department’s special- 
sts advise farmers to use any infer­ 
tile eggs they may take from their in­ 
cubators for home consumption and to 
send only fresh eggs to market.

Operation Is Performed by Grafting 
and Budding—Some Winter and 
Summer Varieties Given. 


(By GEORGE T. POW ELL, Agricultural

Fruit trees are propagated by two 
m ethods—grafting and budding. 
In 
grafting, the wood of the preceding 
year’s growth is cut and m ade into 
pieces containing three buds. 
These 
are inserted into the roots oft seeding 
trees in winter or in the tops of. young 
trees which are cut off in th e fspring 
and one or two grafts set in, j which 
will grow and make the futurettop of 
the tree. 
In budding, the bark of seedling or 
young tree is opened in July or Au­ 
gust, sometimes in Septem ber, when 
hods on the present year’s growth are 
cut off and inserted, bound tightly 
w ith raffia, when in a few days the 
bud unites with the branch in which 
it is inserted and th e following spring 
grows into a tree of th e sam e variety 
as th at of the bud. 
In future planting of; orchards it is 
im portant to know th e ‘bearing quali­ 
ty of trees and w hether they have 
been propagated from good productive 
stock, and as apples live for so long a 
period they should be well cared for. 
In planting, buy two-year-old stock 
and prime back the stocks one-half, 
cutting back all roots one-fourth of 
their length. 
L ittle pruning should 
be done for five years, except to cut 
branches inclined to grow in wrong 
directions.

For a m arket orchard plant not 
more than three or four varieties. 
For family use, plant one tree of about 
twelve varieties, and graft one-half of 
each tree with another good kind, 
which gives 24 choice varieties, cover­ 
ing all seasons. 
Most varieties are 
planted 40 feet apart each way and 
those of spreading growth, like the 
King or Greening, 50 feet. Filler trees 
th at do not grow large, as Yellow
